Frankfort, Ky.. May 31. -The most 

heard of id this, the orig-inal home of 
the moonshiner, has jnst been brought 
to H(?ht by the capture of the offender, 
and the discovery of the Hill Both 
were in the center of the state peni- 
tentiary, rig-ht in tie heart of the cap- 
ital city of the state, and the work was 
done In broad daylight. A few day* 
ago the warden and deputies found a 
big mountaineer convict near the cell- 
house, riotously drunk. To say that 
thev were surprised is putting; it 
mildly. 

CThey at once set to work to discover 
upon what he had grown drunk and 
where he obtained it. The mountain- 
eer got sober and confessed that an- 
other convict did it A Negro waiter 
and assistant cook was found to be the 
distiller. The mountaineer had told 
him how to make beer. A "court- 
martial" was held and all concerned 
were examined. The Negro aaid that 
he made the "beer." He aaid he used 
molasses (in the bottom of a nearly 
empty barrel), corn bread and rain 
water.

A special train bearing a rescue party, 
including four physicians, has been 
sent out from Colima to Manzanilla 
under telegraphic orders from General 
Manager Herbert, of the Mexican Na- 
tional Construction Co.'s railroad, run- 
ning between the two places. 

They were badly needed at Manza- 
nilla. Most of the people there arc 
panic stricken, and the few skilled 
workers are almost exhausted in car- 
ing for those saved. It is said that 
fifty-four bodies have been brought in- 
to Manzanilla by several search parties 
patrolling the coast afoot and in 
boats. 

As the weather is hot and no means 
for embalming at hand, these will be 
buried Friday, and as it is apparently 
impossible to dig separate graves the 
bodies unclaimed by survivors will of 
necessity be interred in long trenches. 

The Jefe Politoco, of Manzanilla,
